VAGRANCY LAW. 

Senator Yeater’s bill, which passed the 
Senate yesterday afternoon repealing sec- 
tions 8846 to 8848 of the statutes, is the re- 
sult of a case that is somewhat famous in 
Missouri criminal ju rudence. In ad- 
vocating the measure the Senator stated 
that the entire vagrancy law had gone un- 
tested for many years, simply because 
there was no one sufficiently interested to 
take an appeal from any police court or 
magistrate’s decision commit persons 
for vagrancy. Petty police officials and 
Constable for years a harvest of 
fees by apprehending and imprisoning ev- 
ery tramp who came within reach, and the 
State was put to an immerse burden for 
costs.

“HOPE, Neb., Jan. 3.—Mr. F. Hattersley 
and others of the Merchants’ Exchange: 
Friends—We received your letter to- 

day and my poor pen cannot express to you 
the thanks of this long suffering people 
for your noble and nerous gift on Nov. 
18. Pallas. Kalina and I were selected at a 
mass meeting of these r people to act for 
them. We have had the names of 288 per- 
sons on our books to give to. We had re- 
ceived 840 pounds of clothing, sent by Frank 
Trowbridge of your city. It was pitiful to 
gee on each Sunday the sad faces when we 
had to announce that we had received no 
rovisions for them. Sometimes we feared 
or our own personal safety, as the news- 
papers all told of large shipments of stuff, 
which we did not get. And it is hard to con- 


‘trol a suffering, hopeless crowd of people, 


most of whom are ignorant of the customs 
f this country. To-day there were but 12 
rsons present, seven men and five women. 
when I read your letter. Most of them 
thanked God and you, and there was joy in 
the eyes of those who looked gaunt from 
want. Hearts swelled with gratitude till 
tears filled every eye. Amid such a scene I 
could scarce finish reading your kind letter. 
We all hope and wish, should you ever be 
in trouble, that you will find as prompt and 
stanch a friend as you have been to us, 
for which may God bless and reward you 
all. As to the distribution of the goods, we 
have given what we have already received 
to all needy, regardless of social condition, 
religion or politics. At times we have sent 
some applicants off without ting their 
requests, because we knew they were able 
to live on their possessions, or some other 
resource known to us, or because we had 
nothing to give them. The names of all 
persons, the amounts given to each, the 
number of persons in each family and the 
kind of goods furnished by us are kept by 
us,ready toaccount to the proper authorities, 
which I consider to be the County Commis- 
sioners of Hayes County and the County 
Judge. I will send you a note from them 
when we have completed our distribution, 
as they know all these people better than 
you do or can. Let us, gentlemen, offer our 
thanks and the thanks of mothers, fathers 
and children of this sad county to you, and 
all rest assured that we will do our best 
that your charity will be justly and ju- 
diciously given.
